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If  a  fire  alarm  had  sounded  twenty  years  ago,  the  only 
response  would  have  been  a  bucket  brigade. 

In  1938,  realizing  the  urgent  need  of  fire  protection,  the 
townspeople  appropriated  the  money  for  a  fire  truck  and 
bought  the  Ford  punn,per  that  is  presently  in  use.  This  truck 
was  kept  in  Elmer  Ingraham's  barn,  but  this  was  not  a 
centralized  location. 

Consequently,  in  1941,  our  fire  house  was  constructed. 
At  first  only  the  outside  was  finished,  but  the  work  of  the 
volunteers  through  the  years  has  finally  finished  the  whole 
building,  including  the  recent  completion  of  the  kitchen. 

A  large  fire  siren  was  mounted  on  the  roof  of  the  fire 
station  in  1942  to  sound  fire  calls  as  well  as  Civilian  Defense 
Air  Raid  Warnings. 

The  original  pumper  had  proved  insufficient  for  mo,ny 
fires,  especially  grass  and  forest  fires,  so  in  1948  a  tank  truck 
was  purchased.  In  1953  the  truck  had  to  be  replaced  but  the 
same  tank  system  was  used. 

In  1951  a  second  siren  was  added  to  the  end  of  the  fire 
house  to  sound  the  alarm  if  a  fire  started  within  the  build- 
ing itself. 

The  fire  department  volunteers  had  always  been  called 
by  our  local  operator,  but  the  installation  of  dial  telephones 
spoiled  this  system.  Now  a  red  network  serves  our  covn- 
munity.  When  a  fire  is  called  in,  a  fire  phone  in  four  different 
homes  rings.  A  person  in  each  home  then  calls  a  designated 
list  of  firemen. 

As  a  town  grows,  so  must  its  fire  department.  Gradual- 
ly, through  its  twenty  years  of  existence,  water  holes  have 
been  dug  in  strategic  locations,  and  equipment  has  been  ad- 
ded to  the  trucks  and  the  fire  house.  During  the  next  few 
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months  a  one  thousand  gallon  tank  truck  will  he  put  into 
operation  to  give  us  added  fire  protection. 

Our  Fire  Association  is  organized  with  a  president  to 
preside  at  business  meetings  and  an  Executive  Board  made 
up  of  the  usual  officers.  The  Association  elects  a  Board  of 
Engineers,  five  in  number;  and  this  Board,  in  turn,  elects 
one  of  the  five  engineers  to  be  the  Chief  and  supervise  at 
fires.  They  meet  once  a  month,  often  spending  part  of  their 
meeting  time  in  repairing  and  improving  fire  equipment 
and  the  building  itself. 

Many  families  can  be  thankful  for  the  organization  that 
has  saved  a  great  deal  of  property  during  the  short  period 
of  its  existence. 


The  Essay  on  the  Hampstead  Fire  Department,  was 
written  by  David  Duston,  a  member  of  the  Senior  class  of 
the  Hampstead  High  School.  It  was  the  one  selected  by  the 
judges  as  the  best  of  six  submitted  by  High  School  students. 
Honorable  mention  was  given  by  the  judges  to  Joan  Ches- 
leigh  and  Caroline  Ells.

In  1946,  he  sold  his  farm  and  purchased  the 
village  store  in  East  Hampstead,  where  the  Post 
Office  is  located.  He  served  the  community  as 
storekeeper,  supplying  food  and  other  necessities, 
until  his  retirement  in  August  1956. 

The  passing  of  Joe  Tait  is  a  heartfelt  blow  to 
the  Community.  His  sound  advice  and  experienced 
opinions  were  continually  sought  and  his  help- 
ful council  was  given  with  wisdom  and  sincerity. 
The  town  has  lost  a  cherished  and  valued  citizen.

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REMARKS  BY  THE  SELECTMEN 


Your  Board  of  Selectmen  presents  herewith  the  Annual 
Reports  of  the  Town,  including  the  report  of  the  School 
District.  We  earnestly  recommend  your  attention  to  them. 

It  has  been  said  that  "a  report  is  good  when  the  citizen 
is  able  to  read  and  digest  it  easily,  when  it  clearly,  briefly 
and  interestingly  lays  before  him  the  pertinent  facts  of  local 
governmental  operations,  when  it  tells  the  kind  of  a  story 
which  establishes  public  confidence  in  administrators  and 
stimulates  people  to  take  an  active  part  in  municipal  af- 
fairs." We  hope  you  will  find  this  to  be  such  a  report. 

Town  buildings  and  other  property  are  in  a  reasonable 
state  of  repair,  and  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  is 
sound.  Work  on  the  Pond  Road  was  completed  last  year  and 
the  Handle  Road  completely  re-built.  This  year  we  must 
re-build  the  Etta  Ayer  road,  so  called,  from  the  East  Road 
to  the  Atkinson  line  on  Maple  Avenue  as  this  is  now  a  part 
of  a  regular  U.S.  Mail  route.  It  has  already  been  necessary 
to  place  a  culvert  at  one  location  on  this  road.  Work  should 
also  be  done  on  the  Ells  Shore  Road,  but  a  drainage  prob- 
lem must  be  worked  out  before  re-building  will  be  practical. 

Before  the  year  is  over  we  will  have  between  five  and 
six  miles  of  the  old  Route  111  to  add  to  our  maintenance 
account. 

You  have  already  seen  and  probably  admired  the  strik- 
ing cover  of  this  year's  report,  one  of  the  last  pieces  of  work 
done  by  our  good  friend,  Stanley  Snow.  "Stan"  will  be 
remembered  not  only  for  his  beautiful  work,  but  for  his  al- 
ways pleasant,  friendly  manner  and  his  ready  smile.  We 
shall  miss  him. 

Some  attention  should  be  given  by  the  town  to  a  more 
suitable  location  for  the  Selectmen's  headquarters  and  the 
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papers  and  records  used  by  them.  Use  of  the  Fire  House  is 
increasing,  and  the  small  closet  now  used  by  the  Selectmen 
is  entirely  inadequate. 

The  Spicket  River  Corporation  case,  mentioned  in  the 
1955  report,  is  still  unfinished  and  we  may  be  involved, 
along  with  three  other  towns,  in  a  suit  before  the  year  is 
over. 

Your  Board  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  the 
Town  officers.  Boards  and  Committees  for  the  work  they 
have  done  during  the  year.  Special  thanks  is  due  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Planning  Board  for  their  work,  which  has  gone 
far  beyond  what  might  reasonably  be  expected  of  a  group 
serving  without  compensation. 

We  are  grateful,  and  we  know  the  feeling  is  shared  by 
the  townspeople,  for  the  continued  interest  of  the  Parent- 
Teacher  Association  and  the  Civic  Club  in  the  welfare  of 
our  town,  particularly  with  respect  to  our  children  and 
young  people.  These  groups  are  not  only  interested  but 
they  also  work  at  it. 

Appreciation  should  also  go  to  Wesley  Stone  for  his 
work  on  the  graphs  and  charts  in  this  report,  and  to  Maurice 
Randall  for  the  historical  items  in  this  and  other  reports.

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TRAILER  REGULATIONS 

Authority  was  granted  to  the  Selectmen  to  issue  tem- 
porary permits  to  owners,  renters,  users,  or  occupants  of 
house  trailers  or  mobile  homes,  so  called  and  others  whose 
intent  is  to  park  or  occupy,  or  both,  said  trailers  within  the 
confines  of  the  town.  Permits  shall  be  issued  for  a  period 
of  no  longer  than  one  year,  and  shall  be  granted  only  after 
due  consideration  to  the  health,  safety,  prosperity,  morals 
and  general  welfare  of  the  town  and  its  inhabitants.  Upon 
passage  of  this  article,  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  park,  or  occu- 
pj^,  or  both,  a  trailer  as  stated  in  the  town  without  a  permit. 
This  regulation  shall  cease  to  exist  when  more  trailer  regLi- 
lations  are  adopted. 

(Passed  March  13,  1956  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.)

In  the  past  year  we  had  twenty-six  calls:  two  chimney 
fires,  fourteen  woods  and  grass  fires,  six  miscellaneous  fires, 
and  four  major  house  fires  including  the  homes  of  Ruel 
Webster,  Florence  Lovering,  James  Berry  and  Wade  Smith. 
We  also  had  four  out-of-town  calls,  one  to  Atkinson,  one 
to  Derry  and  two  to  Danville. 

The  water  hole  on  the  McGillvary  property  was  com- 
pleted with  a  wooden  cover. 

There  was  a  change  in  our  red  network  system  this  past 
year.  The  phone  that  was  located  at  the  home  of  Alfred 
Brickett  was  changed  to  the  home  of  Gene  Duston  due  to 
the  change  of  fire  chief.  Alfred  Brickett  resigned  for  busi- 
ness reasons  and  should  be  thanked  by  all  for  the  fine  job 
he  did  as  chief. 

I  hope  that  everyone  in  East  Hampstead  and  Hampstead 
realizes  that  since  we  have  extended  local  service  all  you 
have  to  do  to  report  a  fire  is  to  dial  Davis  9-6942. 

During  the  past  year  Mr.  Brickett  and  I  have  issued 
sixteen  permits  for  oil  burning  furnaces. 

It  will  be  of  interest  to  everyone  to  know  that  Richard 
Munroe  has  given  the  Hampstead  Fire  Department  a  1949 
two  and  a  half  ton  Diamond  T  truck  with  a  thousand  gal- 
lon tank  to  be  housed  in  East  Hampstead.  It  is  now  tem- 
porarily housed  at  Gates  garage.  The  firemen's  association 
used  five  hundred  dollars  out  of  their  own  treasury  to  equip 
this  truck.  The  work  is  being  done  by  the  firemen  and  we 
hope  to  have  this  truck  in  operation  by  spring. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
people  with  red  network  phones,  firemen,  engineers  and 
everyone  helping  to  make  ours,  a  fire  department  of  which 
we  can  be  proud.

REPORT  OF  YOUR  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

It  is  with  great  honor  that  I  have  the  opportunity  to 
report  to  you  as  the  chief  of  your  police  department.  To 
serve  a  community  such  as  the  town  of  Hampstead  gives  the 
members  of  this  department  great  satisfaction. 

Cooperation  between  the  town's  people,  young  and 
elderly  and  the  police  department  has  during  the  past  year 
been  unsurpassed,  for  which  we  stress  our  sincere  apprecia- 
tion. The  only  other  way  possible  to  express  this  appreciation 
is  through  an  ever  improving  department  for  which  we 
will  as  in  the  past,  strive  to  bring  about. 

The  department  has  been  exceptionally  active  during 
1957.  A  total  of  76  calls  were  received  during  the  period  of 
13  March  through  31  December,  and  all  were  answered  with 
a  minimum  of  delay.  Only  3  minor  automobile  accidents 
occurred,  resulting  in  no  personal  injuries.  1  motorcycle 
accident  occurred  during  the  summer  months  which  result- 
ed in  only  minor  cuts  and  bruises  to  its  two  riders.  3  inci- 
dents resulted  in  the  necessity  of  court  action  and  all  ended 
in  a  judgment  of  guilty. 

Patrol  work  on  the  town  highways  has  been  at  a  maxi- 
mum allowable  amount.  On  December  30,  1957  the  depart- 
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ment  was  commended  by   the  Motor  Vehicle  Department 
for  an  outstanding  contribution  to  highway  safety. 

The  poHce  department  is  called  many  times  night  or 
day  to  assist  in  matters  of  personal  nature  and  some  of 
more  serious  subjects.  Few  are  out  of  necessity  aware  of 
these  calls  that  the  police  department  is  required  to  assist  in. 

Halloween  arrived  and  past  with  not  one  complaint  by 
the  town's  people,  which  will  again  stress  the  cooperation 
that  exists  between  the  police  department  and  our  future 
citizens. 

Members  of  the  department,  new  and  veterans  are  at- 
tending training  courses  to  enable  them  to  provide  better 
protection  for  which  we  are  responsible.  Many  more  train- 
ing courses  are  beng  planned  for  the  future. 

Sincere  appreciation  is  extended  to  other  law  enforce- 
ment agencies  with  which  our  duties  bring  us  in  contact. 
The  State  Police,  Sheriff's  Department  and  departments  of 
the  surrounding  communities  large  and  small  have  all 
proved  without  doubt  of  their  willingness  to  cooperate  or 
assist.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 

Again,  your  Trustees  for  the  Library  are  reporting 
progress  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  may  continue  to  be  so  in  the 
coming  years,  as  it  has  in  the  past. 

This  year,  we  think  the  painting  of  the  building,  thanks 
to  the  favorable  action  by  the  townspeople,  is  a  most  out- 
standing achievement.  We  know  you  will  be  interested  in 
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the  fact  that  our  appropriation  for  $600  was  to  cover  the  cost 
of  one  coat  of  paint.  However,  we  were  successful  in  get- 
ting bids  to  do  a  two-coat  job  for  less  money  than  the  orig- 
inal appropriation.  Along  with  this,  we  are  continuing  the 
storm  window  project.  The  repairs  to  the  front  steps,  por- 
tico and  gutters  also  deserve  mention..  All  of  which  makes 
our  Library  a  building  for  which  we  can  all  be  most  proud. 

We  were  hosts  to  two  District  Library  meetings  this 
year,  one  in  June  and  the  other  in  October.  Many  fine  com- 
pliments were  received  regarding  the  appearance,  both  in- 
side and  out,  of  the  library  and  we  believe  that  both  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Beverly  Whiteneck  deserve  much  of  the  credit 
for  this.  We  surely  owe  them  a  vote  of  thanks  for  their  un- 
tiring efforts  and  the  pride  they  take  in  maintaining  the 
building  and  grounds. 

A  new  system  of  allocating  the  book  funds  is  in  effect, 
so  that  each  year  one  of  the  groups  for  which  books  are 
purchased  is  featured.  That  is,  50/^  of  the  funds  this  year 
will  be  allocated  to  building  the  children's  library  and  25% 
for  the  young  adults  and  25%  for  the  adult  group.  In  ro- 
tating the  budget  in  this  way,  we  feel  that  all  groups  will 
benefit  equally  in  the  long  run.  This  program  can  be  greatly 
aided  by  donations  of  any  recent  books  suitable  for  library 
use. 

We  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  many  donations  of 
books  and  magazines  received  throughout  the  year  from  our 
neighbors  and  friends  in  town.  Also  an  expression  of  grati- 
tudue  is  due  for  the  fine  cooperation  by  the  State  Library 
Commission.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT  —  1957 


It  is  with  a  sense  of  appreciation  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Hampstead  Public  Library  that  I  submit  my  annual  report. 

No  doubt  you  have  noticed  the  big  improvement  in  the 
appearance  of  the  exterior  of  the  Library.  This  was  ac- 
complished through  the  earnest  efforts  of  the  Trustees  under 
the  leadership  of  Rev.  Theodore  B.  Hadley.  We  are  indeed 
grateful  to  them  because  this  was  a  project  that  was  badly 
needed  and  one  to  which  we  have  been  looking  forward 
for  some  time.  In  addition  to  this  improvement  we  have  a 
new  floor  on  the  porch  and  new  porch  steps.  The  interior 
of  the  building  has  been  made  more  comfortable  by  the 
continuation  of  the  combination  window  project. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  have  lost  a  number  of  bor- 
rowers during  the  past  year  more  names  have  been  added 
to  the  list  giving  us  a  total  of  373  borrowers. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  spend  as  much  money  on 
books  as  we  had  planned  because  necessary  improvements 
used  up  most  of  our  available  funds. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  recognition  of  the  many 
gifts  of  books  and  magazines  from  interested  friends.  These, 
together  with  the  loans  from  the  State  Library,  and  the 
books  we  borrow  regularly  through  the  Bookmobile  have 
helped  our  borrowers  to  find  interesting  reading  through 
the  past  year.  Those  of  you  who  visit  the  Library  regularly 
realize  that  we  need  more  new  books. 

On  the  10th  of  October  we  had  the  pleasure  of  enter- 
taining the  Librarians  and  Trustees  of  Atkinson,  Plaistow, 
Salem,  Hudson,  and  Litchfield  at  a  Neighborhood  Meeting. 
Mrs.  Rachel  Sanborn,  Bookmobile  Librarian  from  the 
Exeter  Branch  was  present  as  well  as  Mr.  Emil  W.  Allen, 
the  new  Assistant  State  Librarian  who  had  charge  of  the 
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meeting.  New  books  and  problems  pertaining  to  our  Library- 
work  were  discussed.  Tea  was  served  and  a  very  interesting 
time  was  enjoyed  by  those  in  attendance. 

A  cordial  invitation  is  extended  to  all  town's  people  to 
visit  the  Library  and  enjoy  its  privileges.

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REPORT  ON  VISIT  TO  HAMPSTEAD  HIGH  SCHOOL 
January  10,  1958 


On  Friday,  January  10,  1958,  the  following  staff  members 
of  the  State  Department  of  Education  visited  Hampstead 
High  School:  Messrs.  Russell  H.  Leavitt,  Howard  Swain 
and  C.  Paul  Quimby. 

The  purpose  of  the  visit  was  two-fold:  first,  to  clarify 
what  action,  if  any,  is  necessary  to  qualify  Hampstead  High 
School  as  an  Approved  High  School  under  the  Minimum 
Standards  which  will  go  into  effect  in  September,  1958; 
second,  to  identify  aspects  of  the  school  plant  and  program 
which  are  in  need  of  attention  if  Hampstead  is  to  offer  a 
truly  comprehensive  high  school  program. 

In  addition  to  the  comments  included  in  this  report, 
other  recommendations  and  suggestions  were  presented 
verbally  to  Superintendent  Wendell  V.  Davis,  and  Principal 
David  Greenlaw.  Although  these  are  not  detailed  here,  it  is 
hoped  that  each  will  be  given  careful  consideration.'^ 

The  staff  of  our  department  is  available  to  assist  in  any 
appropriate  manner  as  steps  are  taken  to  implement  the 
ideas  presented  in  this  report. 

Action  Necessary  Under  Minimum  Standards 

1.  Periods  must  be  lengthened  to  at  least  45  minutes, 
exclusive  of  time  for  passing.  This  year  several  periods  are 
40  minutes  long. 

2.  Minimum  time  standards  for  unit  courses  (listed 
on  pages  11  and  12  of  the  Minimum  Standards  publication) 
must  be  met.  Because  of  the  shorter  class  periods  being 
used  this  year,  classes  are  not  meeting  the  new  time  stan- 
dards. 
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3.  The  Program  of  Studies  is  limited  and  has  created 
the  following  problems: 

a.  Only  9V2  units  of  practical  arts  courses  are  of- 
fered, including  courses  which  alternate.  To  meet  the 
standard  of  twelve  units,  the  school  should  plan  to  of- 
fer an  industrial  arts  program.  However,  it  should  be 
made  clear  that  the  small  building  currently  housing 
7th  and  8th  grade  Woodworking  would  not  be  approved 
as  a  part  of  such  plan:  this  space  is  inadequate  to  house 
the  equipment  needed  for  a  single  year  of  General  Shop. 

b.  Under  the  new  requirements  at  least  20  units 
must  be  offered  in  any  given  year  from  the  combined 
areas  of  academic  and  practical  arts  courses.  Because  of 
the  heavy  dependence  on  alternating  courses,  Hamp- 
stead  is  offering  this  year  only  16 1/2  units.  Courses  must 
be  added  and/or  alternating  courses  must  be  put  on  an 
annual  basis.  This,  in  turn,  would  pose  a  serious  prob- 
lem for  the  school  because  it  would  require  additional 
teachers  and  additional  teacher  stations  per  period  in  a 
building  already  utilizing  its  rooms  to  capacity. 

c.  The  Program  of  Studies  is  interpreted  as  offering 
only  one  Fine  Arts  opportunity  as  regularly  scheduled 
instruction  in  the  school  day.  At  least  two  more  offer- 
ings must  be  provided,  and  it  is  suggested  that  every 
consideration  be  given  to  Instrumental  Music  and  Vis- 
ual Arts. 

4.  The  administration  is  reminded  that  because  a 
school  library  does  not  now  exist,  any  plans  for  adding  to 
the  present  building  or  remodeling  the  plant  must  also  in- 
clude adequate  provisions  for  a  school  library. 

5.  Under  the  Minimum  Standards  certain  courses  are 
required  of  all  students  for  graduation.  At  present  the  Eng- 
lish and  Mathematics  requirements  are  clearly  being  met, 
but  the  administration  is  reminded  that  policies  relating  to 
Social  Studies  and  Science  must  be  stated  on  the  Program 
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of  Studies  so  that  adequate  guidance  can  be  provided  next 
year's  freshmen. 

Action  Strongly  Recommended 

In  light  of  the  action  that  must  be  taken  to  meet  the 
Minimum  Standards  and  the  action  recommended  to  pro- 
vide a  better  secondary  education  for  Hampstead  students, 
it  appears  that  the  community  is  faced  with  an  expensive 
problem  in  planning  for  more  teachers,  more  rooms,  more 
equipment,  and  more  services.  Because  the  structure  of  the 
present  building  and  shop  have  serious  limitations  for  ex- 
pansion or  alteration,  it  is  recommended  that  the  commu- 
nity examine  carefully  all  other  alternatives  for  solving  its 
secondary  school  problems,  including  possible  tuition  ar- 
rangements or  cooperative  action  with  neighboring  towns. 

1.  The  space  facilities  and  instructional  equipment  in 
several  areas  need  attention: 

a.  The  space  in  the  science  room  is  inadequate.  In 
addition  the  amount  and  condition  of  equipment  is  far 
below  average.  Unless  substantial  action  is  taken  to 
provide  a  suitable  facility  and  to  provide  needed  science 
equipment,  it  is  probable  that  these  courses  cannot  con- 
tinue to  be  approved  by  the  Department  of  Education. 

At  present,  5/7ths  of  the  day  the  "science  laboratory" 
is  used  for  Homemaking  instruction;  because  the  use  of 
chemicals  and  preparation  of  food  are  incompatible, 
this  combination  is  a  serious  weakness.  The  use  of  the 
room  by  other  classes  influences  much  instruction 
through  inability  to  keep  experimental  equipment  in 
use  for  several  days  and  to  use  displays  and  models. 
The  work  space  for  individual  experimentation  is  lim- 
ited and  either  results  in  no  indivdual  experimentation 
or  an  unsafe,  overcrowded  work  area.  Although  space 
is  not  available  in  this  room  to  house  the  desired  equip- 
ment, it  is  clear  that  considerable  money — at  least  $500 
— would  have  to  be  expended  on  just  physics  equip-

ment;  comparable  sums  should  be  expended  on  chemis- 
try, biology,  and  general  science  equipment. 

b.  The  homemaking  facility  is  inadequate  for  the 
reasons  noted  in  a  above  and  because  the  space  is  in- 
adequate for  work  in  all  areas  including  Home  Manage- 
ment, Home  Care  of  the  Sick,  and  Child  Care.  A  facility 
for  Homemaking  should  have  enough  space  to  accom- 
modate equipment  needed  for  a  general  homemaking 
program- 

c.  The  area  available  for  Business  Education  is  un- 
satisfactory when  used  in  conjunction  with  other 
classes.  In  order  to  provide  instruction  in  Office  Prac- 
tice, a  variety  of  office  machines  should  be  either  rented 
or  purchased;  the  space  available  to  accommodate  such 
equipment  is  limited. 

d.  Textbooks  and  standard  reference  material  for 
all  courses  should  be  reviewed.  For  example,  the  text- 
book in  Modern  European  History  is  pre-World  War  H; 
an  up-to-date  unabridged  dictionary  is  needed. 

2.  The  limitations  that  must  be  met  in  the  Program  of 
Studies  have  been  noted  in  the  first  section  of  this  report. 
In  addition,  careful  consideration  should  be  given  the  fol- 
lowing recommendations: 

a.  The  lack  of  any  regularly  scheduled  physical  edu- 
cation and  health  instruction  is  a  serious  weakness  of 
the  program- 

b.  French  I  and  II  are  now  offered  on  an  alternating 
basis.  Any  modern  foreign  language  should  be  offered 
for  at  least  three  years  and  the  final  year  should  be 
available  to  Grade  12  if  the  objectives  of  the  course  are 
to  be  achieved.  To  meet  these  two  criteria,  Hampstead 
should  provide  three  years  of  French  on  an  annual 
basis,  starting  at  Grade  10. 

c.  The  content  of  the  Grade  12  offering  in  college 
preparatory  mathematics  should  be  re-examined  to  de- 
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termine    whether   sufficient   advanced   algebra   beyond 
algebra  II  level  is  being  offered. 

d.  The  business  education  program  should  provide 
a  second  year  of  typing  prior  to  office  practice.  With 
this  addition,  the  school  will  be  providing  all  desirable 
courses  for  a  good  business  education  course,  but  be- 
cause these  courses  are  being  offered  on  an  alternating 
basis  the  intended  sequence  of  instruction  is  destroyed. 
For  example,  it  is  now  possible  and  sometimes  necessary 
to  complete  office  practice  by  Grade  11  and  to  take 
shorthand  without  any  concurrent  course  in  typing. 

e-  The  Social  Studies  program  would  be  strength- 
ened by  the  addition  of  a  course  in  Contemporary  Prob- 
lems in  Grade  12.  Consideration  might  be  given  to  com- 
bining Sociology  and  Economics  into  a  single  course 
rather  than  offering  them  as  full  courses  on  alternating 
years. 

3.  Several  administrative  arrangements  now  being  used 
should  be  reviewed  to  determine  whether  better  practices 
can  be  established.  The  following  items  should  be  reviewed: 

a.  The  present  scheduling  of  many  courses  on  alter- 
nating years  has  tended  to  hurt  the  sequence  of  instruc- 
tion (e.g.,  English  and  business)  to  crowd  some  courses 
so  that  the  facility  is  inadequate  to  handle  the  class 
(e.g..  Science),  to  cut  down  enrollments  (e.g.,  foreign 
language),  and  to  create  problems  for  students  who 
fail  a  course  (e.g.,  this  year  the  district  is  providing  a 
correspondence  course  in  United  States  History  for  a 
student  who  failed  it  last  year). 

b.  The  practices  of  scheduling  band  practice  before 
school  in  the  morning  and  combining  elementary  chil- 
dren with  secondary  students  are  unsatisfactory.  In- 
strumental instruction  should  be  available  during  the 
regular  school  day. 

c.  Several  teachers  are  handling  a  diversity  of 
courses  which  usually  result  in  less  effective  instruc- 
tion.  For  example,   the  business    education   teacher   is 
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teaching  in  the  three  major  fields  of  Business,  Social 
Studies,  and  Mathematics;  the  science  teacher  is  teach- 
ing Science,  Shop,  and  Mathematics. 

d.  Because  of  lack  of  teachers  and  teacher  stations, 
study  pupils  are  now  being  scheduled  to  study  in  the 
back  of  other  classes.  This  practice  adds  nothing  to  the 
class  instruction  and  almost  always  detracts  from  ef- 
fectiveness. 

4.  Several  services  usually  provided  by  a  modern  sec- 
ondary school  are  not  being  offered.  The  following  areas 
should  receive  attention: 

a.  The  library  is  completely  inadequate.  A  space 
should  be  set  up  as  the  materials  center  for  the  school 
and  books  and  periodicals  should  be  consolidated  into 
this  area.  Following  the  recommendations  for  schools 
of  this  size  (of  the  American  Library  Association)  at 
least  $300  should  be  budgeted  annually  for  reference 
books  and  materials,  with  additional  funds  being  ap- 
propriated every  few  years  for  encyclopedia.  A  teacher 
should  be  assigned  at  least  one  period  a  day  for  duties 
specifically  related  to  the  library. 

b.  Guidance  services  are  being  performed  almost 
entirely  by  the  principal  at  present.  At  least  one  period 
a  day  should  be  assigned  to  some  teacher  with  some 
background  in  guidance  to  do  individual  counselling  and 
to  develop  such  desirable  guidance  records  as  an  oc- 
cupational file.  The  lack  of  a  guidance  room  for  records 
and  individual  counselling  is  a  weakness. 

c.  The  lack  of  a  principal's  office  is  hampering  many 
phases  of  administrative  work  and  clearly  indicates 
the  lack  of  space  in  the  building.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

February  1,  1958 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Hampstead: 

I  am  presenting  herewith  my  Second  Annual  Report 
as  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Hampstead.  This  report 
deals  briefly  with  the  following  subjects:  Personnel,  School 
Buildings,  Curriculum,  Future  Plans,  Bonded  Indebtedness 
and  Borrowing  Capacity  and  Community  Organizations. 
Reports  of  the  Nurse-teacher  and  Music  Supervisor  as  well 
as  statistical  information  are  included.  It  is  followed  by  a 
report  of  the  Principal. 

Personnel 

Last  September  one  teacher  was  new  to  his  respective 
position.  Mr.  Frederick  Norris,  a  graduate  of  Keene  Teach- 
ers College  was  hired  to  teach  science  and  shop. 

All  teachers  have  continued  membership  in  local,  state 
and  national  professional  teachers'  organizations  and  have 
attempted  to  keep  abreast  of  modern  practices  by  attend- 
ance at  local  and  state  teachers'  meetings  and  by  taking 
courses  when  possible.  Three  teachers  have  just  completed 
a  course  in  Language  Arts  under  the  auspices  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  New  Hampshire.  One  teacher  took  courses  this 
summer  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire. 

Although  teachers'  salaries  have  increased  in  Hamp- 
stead we  are  under  the  state  average  for  all  teachers.  The 
State  of  New  Hampshire  as  a  whole  is  under  the  national 
average  salary  of  classroom  teachers  by  $630.  Even  though 
New  Hampshire  increased  teachers'  salaries  last  year  the 
highest  ever  over  any  preceding  year,  they  still  fell  behind 
the  overall  increase  in  the  nation.  I  believe  we  must  have 
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adequate  salaries  to  attract  the  more  qualified  teachers  and 
uphold  the  standards  that  we  should  have. 

School  Buildings 

Your  School  Board  has  continued  to  maintain  and  im- 
prove the  physical  conditions  of  the  High  School  and  the 
Central  School  Buildings.  Important  improvements  made 
since  the  last  annual  report  have  included  painting  the  main 
High  School  and  corridors  and  provide  better  lighting  for 
the  second  floor  of  the  high  school,  installing  combination 
storm  and  screen  windows  in  the  Central  School,  replacing 
a  room  of  classroom  furniture,  partitioning  the  cafeteria 
to  make  two  classrooms  and  renovating  the  storage  room 
in  the  Central  School  into  a  dining  room  and  building  a  new 
storage  area  in  the  Central  School. 

Curriculum 

The  Hampstead  children  are  equipped  with  textbooks 
as  good  as  are  available.  Basal  series  have  been  instigated 
in  all  subjects  and  completed  in  most  grades.  Emphasis  has 
been  placed  on  reading  and  a  complete  testing  program 
under  the  guidance  of  Robert  Dolph,  Helping  Teacher,  is  in 
operation.  Evaluation  of  all  achievement  tests  has  helped 
materially  with  proper  grouping. 

The  Helping  Teacher  is  available  to  give  helpful  ad- 
vice, counsel  and  assistance  to  teachers,  pupils  and  parents 
as  a  constructive  means  of  improving  the  educational  growth 
and  development  of  children.  His  work  includes  solving 
pupil  problems  of  retardation  and  maladjustment,  adopt- 
ing the  program  of  studies  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  children 
and  the  community,  bringing  resources  outside  of  the  school 
to  classroom  teachers,  pupils,  parents  and  community  and 
in  general  acting  as  a  consultant  to  the  entire  staff  and 
community  in  the  fields  of  curriculum,  testing,  in-service 
training  of  teachers  and  grade  placement. 
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Mr-  Dolph  and  your  superintendent  have  met  each 
month  with  the  principals  and  head-teachers  in  the  Union 
to  stress  important  trends  in  education  and  to  give  all  an 
opportunity  to  exchange  valuable  ideas  and  techniques. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  superintendent  that  we  should 
continue  to  stress  the  basic  fundamentals  that  lead  to  a  bal- 
anced liberal  education  and  not  be  unduly  alarmied  over 
what  other  countries  are  doing  in  certain  areas.  Over- 
specialization  can  be  as  harmful  as  neglect  of  specializa- 
tion. The  problem  is  how  to  strike  a  balance  between  the 
two. 

Educational  Television  is  becoming  more  of  a  reality. 
Daytime  programs  for  participating  schools  will  start  this 
spring  from  Channel  2  in  Boston.  Next  fall  a  fuller  pro- 
gram_  will  be  in  effect.  All  school  districts  should  investigate 
the  feasibility  of  installing  television  sets  in  the  schools. 

Remedial  reading  instruction  is  being  carried  on  in  cer- 
tain districts  to  help  remove  reading  difficulties.  There  is 
talk  in  some  areas  of  running  a  four-weeks  summer  session 
for  pupils  on  a  voluntary  basis. 

Future  Plans 

The  State  Department  of  Education,  during  recent 
years,  has  been  working  on  a  new  set  of  standards  for  high 
schools  in  New  Hampshire.  These  standards  have  been  es- 
tablished and  all  high  schools  must  meet  them  in  whole  or 
in  part  by  September  1958,  in  order  to  justify  their  existence 
in  providing  a  modern  education  for  all  students.  To  pro- 
vide this  type  of  education  in  a  high  school  with  a  small  en- 
rollment means  an  extremely  high  cost  of  education  per 
pupil. 

It  would  be  necessary  to  enlarge  the  present  shop,  pro- 
vide new  science  and  home  economics  quarters  —  for  the 
present  room  is  inadequate  —  provide  more  equipment, 
build  a  library,  add  more  courses  to  the  curriculum  and  add 
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one  or  two  teachers  to  the  staff.  The  visitation  committee 
from  the  State  Department  questions  the  high  school  build- 
ing being  suitable  for  expansion. 

If  the  school  district  feels  that  it  would  not  be  feasible 
to  continue  with  the  high  school,  the  pupils  may  be  ac- 
cepted at  Haverhill  High  School,  Pinkerton  Academy  at 
Derry  and  Sanborn  Seminary  in  Kingston,  as  tuition  pupils. 
In  the  future  there  may  be  cooperative  schools  built  in  this 
area  and  Hampstead  might  join  with  neighboring  towns  as 
a  member  of  such  a  Union.  It  is  the  trend  and  lends  further 
doubt  as  to  the  advisability  of  extra  expenditures  at  this 
time.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  citizens  of  Hampstead  to 
weigh  the  problem  seriously  and  do  what  they  believe  is 
best  for  the  high  school  pupils. 

Bonded  Indebtedness  and  Borrowing  Capacity 

According  to  New  Hampshire  State  Law,  a  school  dis- 
trict may  borrow  up  to  4/^  of  the  assessed  valuation  as 
equalized;  by  special  permission  the  district  may  borrow 
up  to  6V(  ■  The  Hampstead  School  District  has  an  assessed 
valuation  as  equalized  of  $4,312,768.00.  The  present  indebted- 
ness is  $8,400.00  which  means  that  the  present  net  borrow- 
ing capacity  of  the  district  as  of  March  1958  is  $164,110.72  at 
the  4%  rate  and  $250,366.08  at  the  6%  rate. 

The  1957  State  Legislature  increased  state  contribu- 
tions toward  costs  of  construction  from  207f  to  30%  of  the 
district's  annual  payment  toward  capital  expenditures. 

REPORT  OF  THE  NURSE-TEACHER 
Gwendolyn  A.  Banks,  R.N- 

The  School  Health  Program  consists  of  a  yearly  Medi- 
cal Examination  by  Dr.  Raymond  Moore  and  the  nurse- 
teacher.  Grades  1,3,5,7,8,  new  students  and  high  school  stu- 
dents participating  in  athletics  are  examined.  Notices  of 
defects  found  are  sent  home  to  parents.  A  successful  "fol- 
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low-up"  program  has  been  carried  out  with  the  help  of 
parents,  clinics  and  the  School  Health  Program. 

All  children  receive  a  Hearing  and  Vision  test  with  the 
same  cooperation  and  "follow-up"  work.  Cursory  examina- 
tions are  done  at  the  beginning  of  school  and  after  each 
vacation  by  the  Nurse-teacher.  Each  child  has  been  checked 
yearly  with  the  Wood  Lamp  as  a  precaution  against  scalp 
ring  worm  —  all  have  been  negative.  Color  preception 
tests  are  done  in  grade  five  each  year.  Home  visits,  audio- 
visual programs,  health  talks  in  classrooms  at  the  requests 
of  the  teachers  are  given  by  the  nurse-teacher  on  such  sub- 
jects as  teeth,  posture,  personal  hygiene,  grooming,  nutri- 
tion, etc. 

Pre-school  registrations,  clinics,  conferences  with  the 
principal  and  teachers  as  well  as  with  parents  are  held  at 
frequent  intervals  during  the  year.  The  nurse-teacher  is  at 
Hampstead  on  Thursday  of  each  week. 

The  Vollmer  Patch  Test  for  T.B.  was  done  in  grades  5- 
12  through  the  State  Department  of  Health  by  Miss  Con- 
stance Martin,  R.N.,  assisted  by  the  nurse-teacher.  All  tests 

were  negative.  This  year  the  State  Dpartment  of  Health 
plans  to  have  their  Well-Child  Clinic  during  the  months  of 
March,  April  and  May.  Children  receive  their  immuniza- 
tion and  booster  shots  for  diptheria,  tetanus,  and  whooping 
cough,  along  with  their  vaccinations  for  smallpox. 

We  wish  to  thank  organizations  who  through  their  in- 
terest and  cooperation  have  contributed  to  the  effectiveness 
of  the  Health  Program.  I  wish  to  thank  everyone  at  this 
time  who  has  helped  to  make  the  program  a  success. 


REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MUSIC 
Dr.  Warren  S.  Freeman 

I  have   the  honor   to  submit  a   special  report   for  the 
music   program   from   September    1957   through    December 
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1957,  for  the  public  schools  of  Hampstead.  This  fall  it  has 
been  our  aim  to  develop  the  best  possible  music  program 
for  Hampstead  in  both  the  vocal  and  instrumental  fields. 
We  have  offered  vocal  instruction  for  all  pupils  and  instru- 
mental music  for  pupils  from  grade  4  through  grade  8.  We 
have  conducted  instrumental  music  demonstrations  this  fall 
and  contacted  parents  in  regard  to  the  instrumental  pro- 
gram. 

The  instrumental  music  program  in  Hampstead  this 
year  is  being  handled  by  Mr.  Calvin  Torrey  and  Mr.  Calvin 
Schrage.  Opportunity  is  given  for  group  instruction  and 
also  for  individual  lessons  when  needed. 

The  vocal  music  program  is  shared  by  Miss  Ann  Tread- 
way,  Mr.  Torrey  and  Mr.  Schrage.  Each  of  the  three  teachers 
handles  certain  grades.  Mr.  Torrey  works  with  the  elemen- 
tary grades,  Mr.  Schrage  the  junior  high  grades  and  Miss 
Treadway  works  with  the  high  school  glee  club.  This  sched- 
uling was  necessary  because  of  time  limitations  and  the 
necessity  of  planning  a  program  which  would  use  the  time 
of  each  teacher  most  efficiently. 

One  of  the  needs  of  the  band  at  the  present  time  is  a 
group  of  background  instruments  such  as  tubas,  baritone 
horns  and  the  like  in  order  to  broaden  the  instrumentation 
of  the  band.  It  is  recommended  that  this  program  be  under- 
taken at  the  earliest  possible  moment  in  order  to  improve 
and  further  develop  the  band  program. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  express  my  deep  apprecia- 
tion to  the  school  committee,  superintendent  of  schools  and 
to  the  principal  for  their  unfailing  cooperation  in  making 
possible  an  effective  program  of  instrumental  music  in  the 
schools  of  Hampstead.

Appreciation  is  expressed  for  the  continued  support 
and  cooperation  of  the  Parent-Teacher  Association,  the 
Civic  Club  and  other  organizations. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  thank  everyone  who  has  helped 
me  this  past  year  in  making  the  work  of  the  school  depart- 
ment successful,  and  to  extend  my  appreciation.

Courses  of  study  are  offered  in  the  following  curricula: 
Classical,  General,  Home  Economics  and  Commercial. 

Two  of  the  six  graduates  of  1957  are  studying  at  post- 
secondary  institutions,  none  entered  a  college  or  university, 
two  are  married  and  one  is  a  member  of  the  Armed  Forces. 

The  School  Lunch  Program  is  operating  successfully 
and  an  average  of  sixteen  of  the  forty-eight  high  school 
students  participate  daily. 

Several  educational  movies  have  been  shown  to  the 
pupils.  Those  of  general  value  are  shown  to  the  entire  school, 
while  those  related  to  subject  matter  fields  are  shown  to 
those  particular  groups.  Filmstrips  have  been  purchased  in 
limited  number,  by  the  Hampstead  Parent-Teacher  Associa- 
tion and  by  the  school  district.  We  have  also  received  a  few 
free  film  strips  and  a  set  of  Current  Affairs  film  strips  made 
available  to  us  by  the  Haverhill  Gazette. 

Improved  lighting  and  painting  in  the  building,  as  well 
as  moving  grades  seven  and  eight  to  the  Central  School, 
have  improved  the  facilities  for  the  high  school. 
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Extra-curricular  activities  have  taken  much  of  the  time 
and  energy  of  the  students.  There  are  thirty  members  in 
the  Glee  Club,  which  presented  a  Christmas  Concert  for  the 
Parent-Teacher  Association  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Ann 
Treadway.  The  annual  senior  class  play  was  produced  in 
November  under  the  direction  of  Anthony  Forgetta. 

The  Athletic  Program  has  drawn  a  very  large  number 
of  participants.  There  are  twenty-seven  boys  and  girls  play- 
ing basketball.  Socials  have  been  held  periodically  under 
the  sponsorship  of  the  classes.  The  senior  class  has  been 
busy  planning  for  its  trip.  The  experiences  of  the  senior 
class  trips  have  been  of  real  educational  value.  Much  time, 
effort,  and  supervision  is  required. 

I  am  appreciative  of  the  cooperation  and  efforts  of  the 
teachers,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  School  Board  and  par- 
ents in  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  school.
